Guthrie, Okla., Dec. 5 - The conven­ 
tion listened most of Wednesday to the 
arguments in the case from the Wag­ 
oner district and then adopted the 
majority report, signifying the conven­ 
tion had jurisdiction in determining such 
matters.

So long as th** evaporated apples re­ 
main in first class condition there is a 
ready m arket for them ; In fact, th** 
importer above referred to stales that 
tin* demand usually exceeds tin* sup­ 
ply.

In the past three or four 
years the average wholesale price has 
been about $1.21 per dozen cartons.
